| Mill Business Is of Large Volume—Jobbing Trade Is Steadily 
Increasing in Size—Prices 
; Are Firm. 
oe

Business in New York continues steady, but not active. 
The fact that October is usually a very busy month empha- 
sizes the present comparatively quiet tone of the market. 
Despite the complaints over the character of trade there 
is an average volume of business being done in the various 
grades of paper. This is evidenced by the reports from 
the heads of the leading houses in the trade. These gen- 
tlemen say that while the demand is not as active as it 
i should be, there is still a steady movement which will no 
5 doubt bring the total sales for the month up to the aver- 

age for October. As has been said for a number of weeks, 

the buying is on a very conservative basis. How long it 

will continue so is a question that interests the trade. The 

predictions of a large expansion in general business which 

are now freely made have influenced a number of paper 

men to believe that there will be 2 considerable revival of 
f business in the paper industry soon after the Presideniial 
election next month. Many orders, they think, are being 
held back till after the campaign is over. The recent ac- 
tivity in Wall Street is frequently cited as evidence of 
the forthcoming industrial boom. Meantime, however, the 
paper market is a bit quiet. Its condition though is con- 
sidered healthy, as the production is being consumed about 
as fast as it reaches the distributing points. As far as can 
be learned there is no great accumulation of stocks in any 
of the various grades. In this fact lies the strength of the 
situation, as with a slight increase in the demand prices are 
expected to stiffen considerably. The high price of all the 
raw materials is relied on to help advance prices just as 
soon as there is a material increase in the demand. In re- 
gard to the various grades of paper it can be said this week 
that they are all firm in price and with a tendency upward. 
The whole market situation, while not quite as strong as 
it should be at this time of the year, is fairly satisfactory, 
with the outlook for better business encouraging.

Concerning the jobbing distribution of paper since the 
first of the month reports are quite encouraging. While 
some of the local dealers are inclined to think that the 
paper business is not as active as usual for October, others 
claim to be doing fully as large a trade as they did in Oc- 
tober of last year. One thing noticeable is that the busi- 
ness from day to day moves more evenly than last fall, and 
with less friction, owing to the fact that mill shipments 





are being received with more regularity. It might be in- 
ferred from that statement that paper mills were not well 
supplied with orders at present, but such an assumption will 
not be admitted, as the mills are all running full and it is 
doubtful if manufacturers are piling up more of a surplus 
than they want to have on hand to meet any extra demand 
that will naturally present itself later in the season when 
rush orders for quick delivery will be forthcoming. An- 
other feature noticeable is that there is no speculative 
demand for paper outside of such as naturally comes from 
the big jobbers whose stocks must be kept up to meet fu- 
ture needs. Inasmuch, therefore, as the consumptive move- 
ment of paper is to fill the daily routine demand, and that 
demand at present seems to be large enough to take the 
production, the manufacturing branch of the trade has a 
favorable winter season ahead. That the tone of the mar- 
ket should continue firm under such conditions is but 
natural.

Dayton, Ohio, October 17, 1904.—Business continues 
fair. It cannot be said that the rush in the regular lines of 
the paper trade is at its height, though the fall im- 
petus is generally considered satisfactory. The pre-elec- 
tion disturbance, which is possibly more noticeable now 
than it will be at any time during the campaign, has had 
its effect, locally, this week. The general trade suffered 
more than the paper contingent, though, of course, there 
was a sympathetic break in business. The volume of trade 
was reduced nearly 10 per cent., a fact which created some 
comment. “Conditions are much better under the circum- 
stances than we expected to see them at this time,” re- 
marked a veteran at the business who is not experiencing 
his initial warfare against the Presidential season. “The 
prospects are good and I would not be surprised to wit- 
ness a magnificent spurt of prosperity soon after the elec- 
tion when the country once more resumes its placid way.” 
This valley ‘vas a beneficiary, directly, of the campaign of 
education which both political parties started at the out- 
set of the fight, but the orders for papers for that purpose 
were given many weeks ago. 

The printers are busy and report plenty of work ahead. 
Prices on the standard grades of papers are firm locally.

Dayton, Ohio, October 17, 1904.—A terrible accident be- 
fell Benjamin Reese, an employee of the Knerr Paper 
Mills, east of the city, the latter part of last week, when 
he was whirled about the shafting and killed by degrees. 
There is no doubt that he remained conscious for some 
time, though the repeated revolutions of his body resulted 
in his death in a few minutes’ time. His body was almost 
unrecognizable when discovered by workmen long after 
the fatality. Not a bone escaped unbroken, while his body 
was terribly mangled by the constant pounding. Reese had 
gone into the room to shift a belt and his clothing is sup- 
posed to have been caught by a pin. 

There were evidences of a death struggle and it was 
apparent that Reese was fully conscious of his terrible 
predicament anc made every effort to extricate himself, 
there being no one on hand at the early hour in the morn 
ing when the accident occurred to hurry to his assistance. 
His cries went unheeded until the engineer noticed some 
thing wrong with the machinery.

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THE INVENTION OF SULPHITE. 


Dr. F. Fittica, of Marburg, Germany, Endeavors to Show 
That Mitscherlich Is Entitled to the Honor, to 
the Exclusion of All Others. 





The Papier Zeitung, of Berlin, prints a letter from Prof. 
F. Fittica, asserting that A. Mitscherlich is entitled to the 
honor of being recognized as the inventor of sulphite. The 
editor of the Papier Zeitung says that the responsibility 
for the statement rests solely on Dr. Fittica, but that a 
difference of opinion is allowable. Dr. Fittica’s letter is 
as follows: 


In 1902 I wrote a pamphlet, forty-seven pages, on the 
“History of the Manufacture of Cellstuff,” in which I 
directly mentioned A, Mitscherlich as the inventor of sul- 
phite cellstuff. This statement, however, has been contra- 
dicted by the Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabrikation, and by 
the Centralblatt fiir Oesterreich. Ungar. Papierindustry, 
and especially denied by Professor Kirchner in his work 
“Das Papier.” They all have arrived at the conclusion 
that, nothwithstanding my conviction (proofs of which I 
have furnished) that A. Mitscherlich is the founder of the 
sulphite industry, these claims are due to Ekman, Tilgh- 
man, Rismiiller and others. My opponents show in their 
lack of agreement concerning the question of priority that 
their main object rests in their united opposition to Mit- 
scherlich, as otherwise their agreement should have been 
caused by existing historical facts. Thus, for instance, the 
Wochenblatt has mentioned C. D. Ekman as the father 
of that industry. It is surprising that in “Liebig’s” yearly 
report on chemistry the name of Ekman is not mentioned, 
and we find likewise that Wagner’s (later Fischer's) 
“Bericht fir Chemische Technologie” mentions his name 
(dated 1872 in the Wochenblatt) ten years later, when the 
question was raised to institute the manufacture of Mit- 
scherlich’s cellulose on a larger scale. 

Now, Ekman did not operate with calcium sulphite ac- 
cording to Mitscherlich’s process, but he used magnesium 
sulphite, a salt that was without value owing to its in- 
constancy, and consequenily is of no technical conse- 
quence as compared with calcium sulphite. The paper 
produced by Ekman shows no constancy in the sunlight 
and darkens in the wet and dry state, and even in dis- 
turbed daylight. However, his method was kept secret, 
so that even for that regson the same could not have been 
used by Mitscherlich. Ekman’s mill was in operation only 
from 1874 to 1897, and only of late has been started again. 

In the preface to my pamphlet I stated that Tilghman 
was ahead of Mitscherlich in so far as he used diluted 
sulphugjc acid: (sulphurous acid) for transforming wood 
into cellulose. It may be mentioned that at one time 
(1866), in his Patent No. 2,924, he mentions “that an ad- 
dition of bisulphite of calcium to sulphurous acid is ad- 
vantageous.” However he had not used the salt alone in 
his experiments, nor did he use the comparatively low 
temperature recommended by Mitscherlich. Moreover, he 
was unable to surmount the technical difficulties combined 
with these stated processes, and consequently he discon- 
tinued his experiments after two years (1867), sacrificing 
$20,000. 

As to Ritter and Kellner, whom I also mentioned in 
my pamphlet, their patent dates 1882, at which time Mit- 
scherlich’s factory in Munden was flourishing, having been 
started in 1875, and having been developed rapidly, The 
first manufacturers in a general and theoretical way oper- 
ated according to Mitscherlich, and practically their proc- 
ess differs only in insignificant arrangements. 

Professor Kirschner states in his work, “Zellstoff,” page 
43, that F. A. Rismiiller was the first who produced a 
practically valuable cellulose on a large scale—of course 
under Mitscherlich’s direction—in his factory. Conse- 
quently these claims amount to nothing. 

Also O. Vogel in Zell, whom Professor Kirchner men- 
tions notably, cannot be regarded as an independent oper- 
ator as compared with Mitscherlich. He was the latter’s 
assistant—later on director in his factory at the age of 
twenty-five or twenty-six years. His own plant in Zell 
was arranged according to Mitscherlich’s process, al- 
though on a larger scale, with a larger boiler. 

The suspension of Mitscherlich’s Patent No. 4,179 by 
the German Imperial Court in 1884 is of small significance 
in view of the fact that Tilghman, in whose favor this an- 
nulment was enacted, obtained no results deserving of 
mention. 

Herewith the fact accords that sulphurous acid and its 
preparations had formerly been used only for bleaching 
cellulose wood pulp, so that as late as 1867, after 
the issue of Tilghman’s patent, Mr. Krieg has emphasized 
the fact that wood pulp was not suitable for fine papers. 
Heldt states in 1869 that sulphurous acid should not only 
be called bleaching material, but a bad bleaching material, 
because it imparts a yellow color. 

At about that time new methods were discovered to 
change the wood into cellulose by the use of alkalies. 
For instance, this was shown in 1872 by Tessie du Motay, 
Techn. Sapresbericht, 1872, page 733, who intended to 
operate on wood with a soda lye of 36 degrees. A year 
later Menzies, “Tech. Jahresbericht,” 1873, page 848, pub- 
lished a new process, according to which wood was 
treated in the damp state with chlorine, and in that same 
year Aussedat directed that wood and chlorine be brought 
together under steam pressure. Blyth and Suthby, “Techn. 
Jahresbuch,” 1884, page 924, made combinations of both the 
first and last mentioned methods by first submitting the 
wood to the action of alkalies to be succeeded by high 
steam pressure. This process has been simplified by 
Ungerer as to arrangements and conditions of pressure. 

Just at that time Mitscherlich appeated in opposition to 
these processes with his new arrangement, to use bisul- 
phite of calcium, showing that by a solution of calcium 
sulphite with strong acids he prepared a solution of cal- 
cium disulphite. Following this success and assisted by 
the use of Swedish Patent No. 2,939, he succeeded during 
that year in the performance of technical trials on a large 
scale. But in the following year, 1875, he obtained a di- 


rectly prepared solution of disulphite, such as he had 
previously obtained from calcium carbonate. 

Kecause he had to intrust the making of cellulose to his 
brother, R. Mitscherlich, he was prevented from obtain- 
ing practical results. A change was enacted in the follow- 
ing year when he took the direction into his own hands, 
At that time he obtained the action of pure calcium bisul- 
phite on wood, preparing the salt by running sulphurous 
gas over pieces of carbonate of calcium. Afterward he 
constructed a tower for making the bisulphite of calcium. 

After that time other manufacturers used his method 
with slight deviations. For instance, in 1878 O. D. 
Francke (see Kirchner, ‘Das Papier,” III, page 28) used 
calcium sulphite, with a small excess of sulphurous acid. 
‘lwo years later the Grellinger Gesellschaft, “Techn, Jahr- 
bucn,” 1880, page 795, repeated bleaching trials with sul- 
phurous acid. Mitscherlich’s methods became known in 
foreign lands, and in 1886 the first sulphite cellstuff fac- 
tory was built in America, where, according to a report 
from Thilmany, 1894, the Mitscherlich process had been 
favorably adopted, and to such a large extent that about 
that time there were forty boilers in operation in the 
United States and four in Canada. The total yearly prod- 
uct in the United States amounted at that time to 1,000,000 
quintals (about 50,000 tons). 

According to an o!d saying the prophet is not respected 
in his own country, and, although we may be able to com- 
prehend the reason for the bearing of ill will to Mitscher- 
lich concerning the originality and perfection of his proc- 
ess, we, however, must make an exception in this case be- 
cause the most important technical handbook of Mus- 
pratt, in the new edition by Stohmann, 1808, directly 
names Mitscherlich to be the inventor of sulphite cellu- 
lose. Stohmann mentions Tilghman and others, but 
merely to show that their experiments as compared with 
Mitscherlich’s success have no weight, since they were not 
performed in a practical manner and because they gained 
no technical success. Stohmann proceeded very carefully, 
since the earlier edition of Muspratt contained no mention 
of Mitscherlich, although his mill in Miinden was then in 
secret operation. In my published yearly report on chem- 
istry, the origin of sulphite cellulose has been solely cred- 
ited to Mitscherlich. 

The attempt to belittle in a one sided manner anybody 
who expresses openly the results of his researches may 
well correspond with certain slippery methods of our 
period, but it is a method that appears unmanly and de- 
void of object. Of course there is nothing perfect here 
below, but I cannot comprehend how anybody can be 
unwilling to accord the claim of invention in an individual 
branch to anyone who, though he may not have enter- 
tained the first idea in that line, yet knew enough to 
apply this idea to the building of a practical foundation 
for the accomplishment of success, and who, furthermore, 
provided a formula according to which a flourishing in- 
dustry has been created. 


According to the rule as relating to previously known 
methods, the invention of Glauber’s salts could not be ac- 
credited to Glauber, who prepared it in its pure state in 
the seventeenth century. As stated by Kunkel a noted 
chemist, that salt had been known secretly to the elector 
of Saxony 100 years before Glauber lived. In a like 
manner Tilghman used the sulphurous acid or he intended 
to use the same, but he did not use that material (the 
sour calcium salt of said acid), and did not prepare or use 
the same in its pure state, in which condition only is it prac- 
ticable for that purpose. For this reason Tilghman had to 
discontinue after ten years of resultless activity. Ekman’s 
magnesium sulphite proved likewise to be an unsuitable 
preparation. These parties also failed to comprehend the 
action of the temperature, so that also in this respect we 
must consider Mitscherlich to be the only “practicus.” 
I must admit that my invention of 110 degrees of heat in 
my dissertation does not appear to be clear, and I would 
add that by sufficient concentration and preparation the 
heating is to be started up to 110 degrees; after that the 
temperature has to be increased so that it may gradually 
reach 117 degrees. But that degree should but seldom be 
increased. 


It’s “Senator Crane of Massachusetts” Now. 


Ex-Governor Crane, of Massachusetts, the eminent pa- 
per manufacturer of Dalton, has been appointed by Gov- 
ernor Bates to fill the seat in the United States Senate 
vacated by the death of George F. Hoar. The appoint- 
ment is one that meets with enthusiastic favor through- 
out the State from all political parties. His appointment 
is indorsed even by the Democratic press of the State, the 
Boston Globe saying editorially: 

“Mr. Crane will enter the Senate with the good will of 
the people of the State behind him regardless of party 
lines, and with universal confidence that he will find in that 
larger field the opportunity for the employment of his un- 
doubted capacity to deal effectively with problems involv- 
ing the commercial interests of the Commenwealth, and for 
the exhibition of that high spirit with which he always 
has approached the consideration of public policies.” 


Verdict for $12,000 in a Damage Suit.

AppLeton, Wis., October 17, 1904.—The biggest verdict 
given in a personal injury suit against a paper making es- 
tablishment in this part of the country was the one ren- 
dered last week against the Marinette and Menominee Pa- 
per Company, of Marinette, in favor of Josephine Vande- 
bogart for the sum of $12,000. The young woman was an 
employee, and was caught in some machinery about a 
year ago, which tore off most of the hair from her head, 
taking a good part of her scalp, fracturing her skull, and 
it is claimed impairing her mental faculties.

Low Water—Paper Makers in Public Life—Improvements 
in Mills—The Clayville Paper Company and 
Its New Plant.

In spite of the fact that the Fulton paper manufacturers 
are “head over heels” in politics plenty of orders are be 
ing booked, and there seems no lack of business at some- 
what improved prices. Thomas Hunter’s position as 
president of the Board of Public Works still allows him 
some time to devote to the Battle Island Paper Com 
pany’s interests. E. R. Redhead, although much occu- 
pied in presiding at Republican mass. meetings and for a 
time quite busy dodging a nomination for Mayor, stil! 
guides his various mills along their prosperous ways 
H. L. Paddock, of the Board of Public Works, reports 
improved busines~ in the United Box Board and Paper 
Company’s mills, and Geo. C. Webb, while busy as 
County Committeeman, is still able to find an urgent 
market for his sulphite. G. G. Chauncey, of the Volney 
mill, while absorbed in “making slates,” is still able to 
make paper, and Alderman Dilts, who represents the 
“silk stocking ward,” sells machinery to them all. 

The new water wheel recently installed in the Victoria 
Paper Mill to drive the beater line in the No. 1 mill 
is now proving its merit. The Victoria plants are ttrn- 
ing ont increased tonnage of paper, and under the man- 
agement of Superintendent Thomas Harvey are in steady 
operation_and in a prime state of repair.

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The Invention of Sulphite. 


On another page we feprint a statement by Dr. Fittica 
(originally printed in the Papier Zeitung), in which that 
writer attempts to demonstrate that the honor of having 
discovered sulphite wood fibre and the method of manu- 
facturing it belongs to A. Mitscherlich, of Germany, and 
not to the late B. C. Tilghman, of Philadelphia. We re- 
print Dr. Fittica’s letter, not because it affects in any way 
the facts in the case, or lessens in the least the honor due 
to Tilghman, but because it is an example of the curious 
arguments that one will make in attempting to prove a de- 
sired result. Dr. Fittica in his contention is not only op- 
posed to the authoritative writers on the subject, but also 
to the well established facts. 

We do not at this time desire to enter upon any lengthy 
discussion of the matter, but there are a few phases of the 
case that have been settled beyond question. 

Tilghman’s discovery of sulphite was in 1857. He, how- 
ever, did not attach much importance to it until some years 
later, after he had visited the Harding soda fibre works 
near Philadelphia. Then he redirected his attention to the 
fibre, and in 1866 he formulated directions that were clear 
and beyond misunderstanding for the preparation of sul- 
phite fibre, including instructions as to the digester, tem- 
perature, &c. These were the result of careful work and 
of intelligent experiments, and he produced a bisulphite 
fibre of good quality. His directions are not obsolete to- 
day, and, while they have been improved upon, they show 
that Tilghman realized fully what he was doing, and that 
he was entirely successful in his work of making what is 
now known as sulphite fibre. He abandoned the field not 
because he could not make the fibre desired but because of 
mechanical difficulties with his digester, and because the 
sandblast, which he invented, offered opportunity for him 
to make good the financial losses that his work in the fibre 
field had entailed. His patent stands today as the founda- 
tion patent of the industry, and is so recognized. 

To say that because Mitscherlich invented improvements 
on the methods of those who had preceded him he is there- 
fore entitled to be called the inventor or discoverer of the 
article produced by those predecessors is to make a claim 
that no fairminded man will allow. Even admitting, for 
the sake of argument, that Mitscherlich did do this, it in no 
wise detracts from the fact that sulphite fibre as a paper 
makers’ raw material was the invention and discovery of 
Benjamin C. Tilghman, of Philadelphia, and of him alone. 
To that undivided honor he is entitled, and the action of 
the German Imperial Court in 1884 (which Dr. Fittica 
lightly thrusts aside), suspending Dr. Mitscherlich’s patent 
because of the prior work of Tilghman, shows that even in 
the former’s home country his claims were regarded as not 
well founded. 


The Box Board Market. 

The changes that have taken place in the box board 
market the last few months would make an old time 
board man dizzy, and it is not at all certain that it has 
not affected some of the present operators in the same 
way. 

When the United Box Board and Paper Company 
was organized certain manufacturers preferred not to go 
into the organization, deciding that they would continue 
to manage their individual mills as they had for years. 
They, together with such manufacturers as had con- 
structed mills since the birth of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company, were known as independents. The 
Paper Products Company was formed to harmonize the 
conflicting interests of the “ins” and “outs,” but it failed 
of its purpose. Next, President Barber, of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company, proposed to the inde- 
pendents that they lease all except five mills of the 
United and run them or shut them down as in their’ wis- 
dom they saw fit. The independents have practically ac- 
cepted the proposition, and are to pay $112,500 quarterly 
in advance for the lease of the mills, besides assuming 
the liability for the raw material, &c., now at the leased 
mills. Under this arrangement the “ins” are out and the 
“outs” are in, 

Whether the independents will be more successful in 
their control of the board market than were their pre- 
decessors remains to be seen. The production of boards 
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is largely in excess of the consumption, and if radical 
measures are taken prices will probably advance consid- 
erably and remain for some time at a higher range. Valties 
will undoubtedly advance anyway, and holding that opinion 
some people are taking the steps necessary to get a few 
boards in stock. 


Drought continues to be the burden of reports from the 
other side. Austrian mills are greatly hampered by low 
water, while in Scanditavia the situation continues serious. 
Farmand in commenting on the situation in Norway says: 
“When day after day, week after week and, we may say, 
without any great exaggeration, month after month pass 
without a drop of rain, the resulting drought must at last 
become a very great calamity. The local newspapers from 
all parts of Southern Norway contain almost every day re- 
ports of the seriousness of the situation; the last we no- 
ticed was from Lillehammer, stating that the Mesna River 
would soon be almost empty, if rain did not come within a 
short time, and this river had never been known to be with- 
out water. With October already commenced, the possi- 
bility of a material improvement becomes exceedingly re- 
mote; in fact, as far as the big watercourses of our coun- 
try are concerned, it is now certain that they cannot be 
moderately filled, even if the autumn months should be- 
come as rainy as the summer has been dry. Under these 
circumstances producers and consumers alike will have to 
prepare for a winter of famine in mechanical wood pulp so 
far as the world’s supply of this commodity depends upon 
the output of the Norwegian mills. Consumers appear to 
have, somewhat tardily, awakened to the seriousness of the 
actual position. Within this week keen buyers have con- 
sented to pay prices which they absolutely refused to con- 
cede as late as the end of last week.” It looks as though 
the experience of last year, when Norwegian pulp was im-- 
ported here, would not be repeated. 

The French always were very particular as to the en- 
forcement of custom house regulations in the matter of 
paper and pulp, but lately pulp importers in that country 
have had a new experience. This summer, at a time when 
great heat prevailed, several lots of moist mechanical pulp 
arrived at their destination in such a condition that the 
percentage of humidity was less than the orthodox 50 per 
cent., and therefore the custom house authorities at the 
French ports at which these consignments arrived threat- 
ened to make the importers pay import duty at the rate of 
1 franc per 1oo kilogs.; that is to say, they proposed to 
tax the lots in question as dry pulp instead of moist, in 
which latter condition pulp is only subjected to half the 
duty mentioned, The importers appealed to the French Min- 
ister of Finance, asking that the duty be levied according 
to the condition in which the pulp left the port of shipment. 
This the Minister declined to do, and the French customs 
authorities now suggest that it is desirable to have an ex- 
cess of moisture in pulp shipped to France, especially at 
that season of the year when the heat is likely to be in- 
tense. 


On page 8 will be found an extract from a lecture de- 
livered by Prof. A. H. Church at the Royal Academy, Lon- 
don, in which he calls attention to defects in some makes 
of drawing paper. It is particularly essential that water 
color papers should be so constructed that after the artist 
has done his work there will be no change in the hue of 
the paper. Such a change, of course, is not only injurious, 
but many times disastrous to the picture. Manufacturers 
here have enlarged their business in the line of drawing 
and water color papers, and by looking after features such 
as aré here touched on will be able to extend their busi- 
ness still further. We are making some handsome artists’ 
papers in this country now, and were people more given to 
buying quality rather than watermarks, the demand for the 
home product would rapidly grow larger. 





It was recently stated in a news dispatch that 75 per 
cent. of the coated paper used in Canada was imported. 
This would seem to indicate that there was a field for 
Canadian manufacture in this line on a larger scale than 
at present. The Canada Coated Paper Company is now 
building a plant, as we have already reported in THe Pa- 
Pek TRADE JOURNAL, and now comes the report that an 
English syndicate is negotiating for the patent rights of 
an American inventor of a double coating machine for the 
purpose of installing the machines in connection with a 
paper mill which it is said the owners have been anx- 
ious for some time to sell. Should the project go through 
the company will make coated paper for the English mar- 
ket. 


Orders for Lockwood's Directory for 1905 are particu- 
larly numerous these days, and we: would suggest to those 
who have not yet ordered a copy of the book that they do 
so at once.

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Mrs. James Brewer Crane, widow of the late James B.

Pulp Washer or Condenser, Invented by Horace Greeley 
Turner, of Monireal, Canada, and Patented 
in the United States. 


Horace Greeley Turner, of Montreal, Canada, has been 
granted letters patent No. 772,192 on a pulp washer or 
condenser. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of a pulp washer con- 
structed according to the invention. Fig. 2 is a longi- 
tudinal vertical sectional view thereof, taken on line A A, 
Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is a horizontal sectional view taken on 
line B B, Fig. 2, and with the series of openings in the 
horizontal partitions shown in dotted lines; and Fig. 4 
is a horizontal sectional view of the automatically vari- 
able discharge valve. 

A circular tank b has a screening member in the form 
of a cylinder ¢ therein, preferably constructed of perfo- 
rated sheet metal and extending from within a short dis-

tance of the botton thereof to a point within a short dis- 
tance of the top. The lower end of this screening cylin- 
der has a bottom d, to which the lower end of the driving 
shaft e¢ is rigidly connected, as at f, and the upper end has 
a solid head d’ with an opening d° to prevent a vacuum 
forming in the interior of the cylinder, while an annular 
bearing block g of truncated conical form upon the under 
side of this bottom rests in a correspondingly formed an- 
nular bearing seat g’ upon the bottom of the tank, there- 
by guiding the lower end of the screening member and 
centralizing it when it is inserted. <A flexible shield in 
the form of an annular apron is fastened to the conical 
bearing block g and hangs downwardly over the bearing 
seat g’ and keeps the pulp from leaking through the bear- 
ing faces, but allows the water to pass. A discharge pipe 
leads from the bottom of the tank and communicates at 
its upper end with the interior of the screening cylinder 
(through the opening in the bearing block and its seat) 
and at its lower end through a T with one end of a pipe 
length h, the opposite end whereof has a loose joint elbow 
h’ thereon, having the main discharge pipe 7 mounted rig- 
idly in the other end thereof, such discharge pipe, through 
the medium of the elbow, being adjustable to different an- 
gular positions to vary the height of its discharge end, and 
consequently adjust the resistance to the substance flow- 








ing through the screening cylinder. The automatically var- 
iable discharge valve is connected to the lower end of 
the T. 

A series of horizontal annular partitions m are disposed 
a short distance above one another within the tank, and 
with tke wall of the tank and the screening member they 
form a series of stages in each of which the pulp passing 
through the tank receives an independent washing. These 
plates are of a width to extend from within contact with 
the interior of the tank-to within close proximity to the 
screening cylinder, the spaces between the inner edges of 
such partitions and the screening cylinder being closed by 
flexible packing rings n, while each partition is provided 
with an opening 0, the openings of the series of partitions 
being set in different angular positions, and the correspond- 
ing side edge of each opening has a vertical partition p, 
extending upwardly to the opposite side edge of the open- 
ing in the annular partition next above it. The lower- 
most annular partition is supported on a ring gq, secured 
rigidly to the inside of the tank a short distance above the 
lower end of the screening cylinder, and the other annular 
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AND CONDENSER. 


partitions are supported upon distance pieces r, each rest- 
ing upon a partition and suppor’ ‘ng the one next above it. 

A series of doctors s are pivotally connected at one side 
edge to the annular partitions between which they extend, 
and a series of springs ¢ yieldingly maintain these doctors 
in bearing relation with the screening cylinder. 

A series of perforated annular pipes u of preferably up- 
wardly progressively decreasing capacity are located one 
in each stage, and they are of sufficient diameter to encir- 
cle the stage near the outer periphery thereof. These ‘an- 
nular pipes are fed from a common feed pipe v through 
a series of branches, each controlled by a valve w, and a 
series of nozzles y communicate at one end with the per- 
forated pipes and are disposed to direct a jet diagonally 
upon the doctors to prevent the collection of pulp on the 
latter. The object of the diagonal arrangement of the jets 
is to cause it to agitate the thickened stock. 

The branch pipes which connect the common water feed 
pipe to the annular perforated pipes are connected to such 
annular perforated pipes by plug joints 5 to allow the per- 
forated pipe or sprinklers to be easily removed. A series 
of wedges 7, driven between the interior of the tank and 
the sides of the sprinkler pipes opposite to the common 
supply pipe, keep the sprinkler pipes in place, and the upper 
end of the driving shaft is provided with a driving pulley

10, and such shaft bears and is localized in a vertical open- 
ing or a bearing box in a transverse girder 12, supported 
upon the top of the tank, while an oil tray 13, located be- 
neath the girder and encircling the shaft, prevents the drip 
of oil from the bearing box or pulley reaching the washer. 

The automatically variable discharge valve connected to 
the lower end of the T, as before mentioned, consists of a 
short sleeve 14, having a series of longitudinal valvular 
slots or ports 15, and a valve disk 16 within this slotted 
sleeve is supported by an expansible helical spring 17, sup- 
ported in turn upon a cap 18, closing the lower end of 
this sleeve. 

The valve controlling the intake pipe is opened and the 
pulp laden water is allowed to flood the tank. In so doing 
the pulp laden water must first fill the first stage and then 
rise through the opening in the first annular partition into 
the second stage, around which it is made to circle until 
it comes in contact with the vertical partition, when it 
will rise through the next opening to the third stage, and 
so on until it reaches the topmost stage. As it flows 
around each stage the water will flow through the screen- 
ing cylinder to the water discharge pipe, which it floods, 
and simultaneously sufficient fresh water will be sprayed 
into the stage to maintain the original or any desired con- 
sistency, thus causing a change of water in each stage, and 
consequently a progressive step by step washing of the 
pulp. As the washing water flows from the different stages 
into the screening cylinder the level in the-latter will grad- 
ually rise until it overflows the discharge end or mouth of 
the adjustable discharge pipe. By adjusting this discharge 
pipe to different angular positions the working head is 
varied, and the degree to which it is set is uniformly main- 
tained by the automatically variable discharge valve. 





Quick Work in Replacing Large Drive Pulley. 


On Thursday, October 6, the massive cast iron main 
drive pulley, 112 inches in diameter and 37 inches face, 
in the plant of the Lafayette Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, Lafayette, Ind., went to pieces. 

President Bauer, of the paper company, and his super- 
intendent, Mr. Wilson, realizing the length of time re- 
quired to get an iron pulley of this size in place, sent 
their men home and announced a thirty day shutdown. 
They did not know that a wooden pulley of the size re- 
quired and capacitated to handle 600 horse power could 
be built, but later in the day Mr. Bauer was persuaded 
to telephone the Reeves Pulley Company, Columbus, 
Ind., concerning the trouble. The Pulley Company as- 
sured Mr. Bauer that it could furnish him a pulley of the 
size designated, absolutely guaranteed to carry the load. 

Work was commenced on the pulley Friday morning 
at 7 o'clock, and within eighteen working hours the pulley 
was completed and en route to its destination, The pul- 
ley, accompanied by Superintendent W. S. Jones, of the 
Pulley Company, was taken by Saturday’s midnight Penn- 
sylvania express to Indianapolis, where the Chicago fast 
express of the Big Four was held one hour in order that 
the pulley might be transferred, and this train in turn 
delivered it at Lafayette at 3 o’clock Sunday morning. 

The pulley was met at Lafayette by Superintendent 
Wilson and a corps of workmen, who immediately trans- 
ferred it to the paper plant, where, under the direction 
of Mr. Jones, the installation was completed Sunday 
afternoon, and on Monday morning at 6 o’clock the big 
mill started as usual, It is needless to say the paper 
company was delighted with the wonderfully quick work 
and that it now swears by the Reeves wood split pulley.

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BAGASSE. 


Its Adaptability in the Production of the Best Book and 
Writing Papers—Claimed to Equal Esparto— 
Views of an American Expert. 








ARTICLE V. ° 

I took some samples of bagasse wrapping paper to 
several paper mills near Jersey City, N. J., and they 
valued the ordinary brownish looking paper at $30 per 
ton (2,000 pounds), and incidentally 1 had a-piece of 
bggasse board with me, which they valued at $40 to $45 
per ton. 

It has been remarked that this wrapping paper, al- 
though fairly strong if kept in a straight line, still is 
very brittle, that is to say, it has. no give, and will not 
stand a crumpling and folding test, as paper for various 
purposes has to have a certain amount of stretch or give 
to it, especially for printing purposes. 

There was, further, the absence of the cottony like 
feel which Carl Hofmann, Thomas Routledge and the 
writer claim for bagasse. Under the microscope, it is 
seen the beating seems to haye been fairly done, under 
the circumstances of the presentation of the fibre to the 
beating action. 

The next thing was to find out why the paper had no 
elasticity, had a harsh and not cottony feel, and was 
brittle, and had no capacity of ‘vithstanding continuous 
folding backward and forward. 

The method taken was to boil the paper’ in, caustic 
soda, and also the new chemical referred to by the 
writer in these columns some weeks ago. This could 
not be carried to the extreme of extraction that raw ma- 
terial would be subjected to, as it would have destroyed 
the paper and lowered it into pulp. 

The result was that in both instances a large amount 
of dark, brown colored liquor, which on slight evapora- 
tion showed a highly sticky, mucilaginous substance, was 
obtained. This undoubtedly caused the trouble in the 
paper, and would prevent its being bleached, as the paper 
boiled in the soda showed it had lost all its harshness, 
had a cottony feel, had lost the brittleness, was elastic, 
and had somewhat the feel in a degree of the softness 
and pliability of chamois leather. In the case of the 
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soda the paper was apparently weaker, but in the case 
of the new chemical the paper was somewhat stronger. 
In both cases some of the paper was also bleached, but 
of course the black specks could not be removed, In 
treating it direct from raw material of course it could 
be carried to the utmost limit, and so remove all ‘black 
specks, &c. 

It may be said that the presence of the brown mucilag- 
inous, gummy material (however advantageous for boards) 
is directly against the orinciples of beating, and is highly 
detrimental to an effective beating result. By this I 
mean getting the bundles of fibres, as they come from the 
boilers and washers, by a process of comminution or dis- 
integration, so as to resolve these into their ultimate 
fibres of say 1-2800 of an inch in diameter, and this is ac- 
complished by adjusting the distance of the roll from the 
bed plate so that by the friction of the fibres upon them- 


- selves when passing over the plate a kind of rubbiag or 


brushing is produced (an experienced beaterman can tell 
by listening how near his roll bars are getting to the bed 
plate). It will be seen this must be the case, as if the roll 
were let down to within 1-2800 of an inch hardly any 
stuff could pass through, and it would take up an im- 
mense amount of power. From this it will be seen that 
if bundles of fibres are intermixed and coated with muci- 
lage, the friction and brushing cannot occur to its proper 
and full value; any way, all stock should be properly 
washed from adhering substances, before it is beaten. 
Further, bringing the roll down too close would cut up 
the. fibre, and under the microscope it is seen that the 
fibre, if properly beaten, should preserve the pointed or 
slightly rounded ends characteristic of bast cells, and not 
be chopped short off. Of course, before a fibre is beaten, it 
should be boiled or prepared in some way, so that the 
beating -vill resolve it into ultimate fibres. 

All printing paper should have a large amount of elas- 
ticity because there is always a tension exercised in print- 
ing, and if the paper had no give or elasticity it would 
break, irrespective of its possessing great tensile strength; 
further, it should be of a cottony and soft nature, so as to 
take easily a clear and good type impression. 

While writing this I had a printer call on me, and I 
showed him the bagasse paper and he agreed on all points 
about printing data and quality. 

As to the question of the pith being the cause of the 


mucilaginous trouble in the paper, it appears the whole 
of the evidence on this is cumulative as to its correctness, 
as Carl Hofmann in abridged translation, lays great 
stress on the removal of this. Thomas Routledge did the 
same, for his process, as well as Hofmann’s treatment 
of caustic soda, dissolves the pith, and the writer in 
drawing some patents about a year ago designed a special 
way of getting out the pith before boiling. A few days 
ago this whole thing seemed to be confirmed from an- 
other material and another point of view. As I alluded 
in my previous published report on bagasse as a paper 
making material to the corn stalk firm in Chicago, the 
National Fibre and Cellulose Company, and stated their 
weak point was not having made any paper, I met their 
representative the other day and he told me they had 
made paper, and their main patent was a depithing ma- 
chine. They found that in using the corn stalks, without 
removing the pith, a brittle paper was made. The paper 
looked good. 

Great Britain has no available raw material for paper 
making except home collected rags, textile waste, and 
a very little straw, the rest being imported as esparto 
from Spain or Africa, and ground wood, soda and sul- 
phite pulp comes from various European countries. 

I have not inquired what the mills are getting for their 
brown bagasse paper, locally, but merely taken the valu- 
ation given in New Jersey at $30, although I put it as 
high as $35 to be on the safe side. Still, those mills do 
not seem to be in a bad position, for if they wished to 
make the larger profit by going into bleached pulp manu- 
facture they could do so with very slight alteration, and 
it would be then only the technical skill required to 
carry it to a successful issue.

Rosin Higher. 


All grades of rosin recently took an up- 
ward turn and prices during the past month 
have made several sharp advances, says 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. The 
principal factors which caused the sharp up- 
ward movement in prices are the large in- 
terests in the South who are manipulating 
the markets, and the general good demand 
from the consuming trade, who are paying 
full prices, which show a material advance 
as compared with those at the correspond- 
ing period last year. The rise in prices of 
pale grades has been a sharp one, in re- 
sponse to a good consuming demand in all 
markets and the small available supply. 
Most of the grades are quoted very high 
and new records for prices have been es- 
tablished, while prospects are that the mar- 
ket will not touch the low level of prices 
quoted last year.

PAPER.—The movement of the various grades while 
fairly good is not in as large volume as it should be in 
October. In other words, while trade is fair there is an 
absence of activity to the demand. The quiet tone of the 
market, due to the conservative buying, is responsible for 
the general impression that business is a little short of 
what it should be at this time of the year. The condition 
of the market, however, is considered “healthy,” as neither 
dealer nor consumer is loaded down with stocks. Because 
of the comparatively small stocks on hand a slight increase 
in the demand would no doubt stiffen the market consid- 
erably. Such an increase in the demand is expected to 
take place soon after the Presidential election is over. In 
the various grades of paper there is little change re- 
ported from last week. The action of the soda pulp man- 
ufacturers in making only a nominal advance in soda pulp 
takes away one of the arguments for an advance in Book 
papers. The demand for Book papers in common with 
the other grades continues steady, all the mills being com- 
fortably full of business. Because of the season and the 
political campaign the demand for News is now absorbing 
the whole supply. Writings are moving fairly well, but 
the demand is somewhat short of what it should be at this 
time of year. Wrappings, except in the cheaper grades, 
are moving in response to a steady demand. Tissues are 
firm. A stiffening in the quotations on the lower grades 
is looked for. Bag papers were last week advanced to 
2.55¢. delivered. The new basis for bag papers is 30 pounds
